The prefeat you 
received from my deceafed lord on your Jaft birth 
day, will preferve you at leaft from the indigence 
I once experienced.—To Providence, to your own 
good princiy'es, aad ftrong anderftanding, I com- 
mit the reft.””_— 


I had not courage to fay, that Montgomery 
defired only to have the itrongefl claim to become 
my protector, by receiving my hand. Bat in the 
evening, when I taw him, “I told~ him all that had 
prfied. Eageriy feizing on hopes fo flattering to 
the ardour of his paffion, he be/ought of me tu 
allow him to go to my mother and propofe our im- 
‘mediate marriage. She heard him with gratiude 
and delight ; and though the knew he had nothing 
but his commiffivn in the French fervice, and that 
being a Catholic, he could never rifeto that raok 
in England, which his high birth would have en- 
titled him otherwife to expect, fhe hetitated not to 
‘give her confeat. ‘* Yes, my dear child,”” {aid 
fhe, at the end of this attecting fcene—*‘' In his 
virtues you will find fortune—in his honor and his 
courage, protection. In leaving you to the care 
of fuch a man, I die contented.” She grew dai- 
ly weaker; but was anxious even to a degree of 
impatience, to fee us united before her death — 
Montgomery therefore, to conquer every icruple 
and every difficelty procured a clergyman of the 
church of England, who married us in her pre- 
‘fence; and at my defire (who wifhed to thew 
Montgomery that I knew how to value his 
complaifance}* the prie(t who officiated in his regi- 
ment performed the ceremony a fecond time. 

But forms could do nothing towards uniting 
our hearts more clofely ; and the happinefs of a 
marriage, where love only prefided, was perhaps 

two great for humanity: for thofe halcyon days 
were greatly obfcured by the increafing ilinefs of 
my mother, who declined rapidly for almoft a 
fortnight, and then died in the arms of Montgo- 
mery, recommending, with her laft breath, her 
two boys to his protection. Her death, which 
long as I had expected it, appeared utterly infup- 

rtable now it arrived, threw me into a ftate of 
oe eur and dejection, from which I was fuddenly 
roufed by hearing that lord Pevenfy, who had 
qvitted France immediately after his difgraceful 
¢ifmiffion from the houle, was nowrcturned ; and 





enraged to find that Montgomery was actually my 
hufbind, had determined to purfue, w th ail the 
eagernets rage and hatred could inipire, the pro- 


cels by which he hoped to deprive me and my 
brothers of our legacies. Nor was th's all; the 
perfonal affronthe had received from M oecgomery, 
he could not bear, thougn he hid deferved 5 acd 
he now fent him a challenge, which Montgome 
readily accepted ; but to evade the ftricts 
thole laws which are in force in France againit 


duelling, the place where they were to meet was 
fixed in the dominions of the Pope, a line be- 
yond Avignon, 

Montgomery, anxious only to covceal t 
from me, found a pretence for his journey; aod 
telling me he had fome military bufinels to tranl- 
act at Marieilles, which would detain him, fer 
fume days, he parted from me, concealing with 
courage traly heroic, the anpuith he telt mknow- 
ing that we were perhaps to meet no more. 

Providence yet prelerved him to me. . He 
dangerouily wounded his adverfary ; and returned 
himielf io fafety. ‘Then he related the caufe of 
his abfence; and the happinefs | felt at his (afety, 
was augmented, when a few days afterwards we 
received from lord Pevenfy, who believed himielf 
dying , and was vifited with the reproaches of a 
troudied confcience, an acknowledgement of the 
juitice of my brothers claims to the provifion made 
for them by cheir father, and an order to his pro- 
cureur at Paris to put an end toevery fuit depend- 
ing again us. Ina few months lord Pevenly 
recovered; we were put in poffiTion of our rights ; 
and my beloved Montgomery, to whom [ owed 
every thing, ftudied noi only how to make me hap- 
py. but to purfue as near as poflible, that line of 
condu&t which my mother would have done had 
the lived. A war was raging with great violence 
between France and Eng'and, and | was unwil- 
ling to fend the two Cear boys to a country where 
it would be now dificult for me to fee them. Bur 
as I knew it was the detire of my mother and my 
benefa@or to have them brought ap in the Protett- 
ent religion, | feat them with their tutor to Gene- 
va. 1 bad hardly recovered the pain of this part- 
ing, before one much more grevious was inflidted, 

[he regiment in which Montgomery had a com- 
pany, was orderedinto Germany. [he fitwation 
I was then in made ic feem madnefs to thiak of 
following bim ; tut I was convinced I fhou!d nor 
furvive his departare. He was to me, father, 
brother, lover, hufband! I had no other earth! y 
happinefs ; and without him the univerfe to me 
was nothing. At firlt his fears for my fafety made 
him refit my importunities ; but he was compel - 
led at length to cenfent, and I followed him, re- 
fiding wherever he was encamped ; and however 
horrid the {cenes were to which | thus became a 
witnels, [I feared nothing but for his life; that 
one dreadful apprehenfion having the effect of all 
violent paffion, and making me forego, without 
miffing them, every convenience to which I had 
been arcuftomed, and meet without apprehenfion 
a thouiaad dangers to which | was hourly expoted.

hideous, were yet {ripping their bloody garments ; 
heaps of human beings thus butchered by the 
hands of their fellow-creatures, affected me with 
fuch a fenfation of fick horror, that [ was fre- 
quently on the point of fainting. But Montgo- 
mery among them ! left to be the food of wolves 
or dogs—that beloved face, that form on which 
my eyes had fo doated, disfigured and mangled 
by birds of prey!—This horrid image renewed 
from time to time my exhaufted ftrengh, and the 
pity of my noble conductor, mere and more ex- 
cited ia my favour, fuffered him not to tire in the 
mournful office of attending me. 

We had however traverfed in vain fo much of 
the bloody ficld that my fearch feemed to be at 
length defperate ; and my proteétor entreated me 
to confider, that by a long perfeverance I fhould 
injure my own health, and perhaps deflroy my 
child, without a poflidility of being of the leat 
ufe to the lott object of my affection.

their errand the Indians pat them to death.” 

[Thefe flags were fent for the parpofe of mak- 
jing Owe more attempt to bring about a peace with’ 
the favages; their fate we adduce as a palpable 
and public inftance of favage honor and benevo-" 
lence, and as a proof of the value of treaties with 
thofe who difregard the firft principle of them, fo 
far as to marder the very ageits fent to eftablith 
shem. ]

The column of 
people armed,- as I ftatedto you, with {pikes and 
other weapons, and with ten or twelve pieces of 
cannon, arrived at the Aflembly, and were ad- 
mitted. They marched through the body of the 
Affembly, renewing their oath, and from thence 
they went to the Caroufal, in the frontof-the Pa- 
lace. A confiderable ferce protected whe Thuile- 
ries, which would certainly have been‘able to tri- 
umph, at the expence of many. lives, over the 
armed multitude ; bot refpect for the lives of their 
fellow-citizens induced Governmeat to forbear, 
and at four o’clock in the afternoon the gates of 
the Thuileries were thrown open. The multifude . 


- precipitated into the Palace and in an inftant filled 


all the principal apartments... They ‘prefeated to 
the King the red Bonnet’ of Liberty, which he 
cheerfully put on; and the Queen diftributed rib- 
bands and May-branches with a condefceation that 
drew from the multitude the utmott refpect. The 
{fcene continued till- nine o’clock at night; and 
curing the five hours this tumultuous procefiion, 
-lafted, not lefs than 40,000 armed men, women 
cand children, paffed through the royal Aparc- 
ments. “The Affembly had reports made to them
